Social heartland 


step 1: See it. Step 2: Pin it. Pinterest mania sweeping the Web has Midwest roots

Believe it or not, the Internet's hottest new 
social media darling has Midwestern roots. 

Pinterest, the online bulletin board that 
is attracting millions of new members each 
month, was dreamed up by Iowan and 
\^le University graduate Ben Silbermann 
two years ago. It has been attracting women 
in droves with its eye-candy photos of do-it- 
yourself crafts, fanciful recipes, dream kitch- 
ens and wedding inspirations. The site is in 
essence an idea factory, where individuals 
create their own set of virtual display boards, 
‘"pin” photos of things that inspire them and 
share them with friends and followers. 

This isn't your typical Silicon Valley start- 
up, Unlike Facebook and Twitter, which 
first gained traction among young adult 
men living on the US. coasts, Pinterest 
found its first followers in the heartland. 
The biggest fans initially were middle-age 
moms living in cities such as Minneapo- 
lis and Chicago, eager to swap recipes and 
share tips on decorating their homes and 
raising their children. 

^‘Many of the first people to try the site 
[pinners] were from my hometown, Des 
Moines,” said Silbermann, 29, reached by 
email at the company's headquarters in Palo 
Alto, Calif %s they invited their friends and 
family, more and more people from the Mid- 
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west joined,” 

After moving to California to work for 
Google, Silbermann decided to build a web- 
site that would allow people to put their col- 
lections online. He started the company in 
November 2009 out of his apartment and 
quietly launched the site in March 2010, 
inviting people in his personal network to 
join, 

Pinterest went unnoticed for almost a 
year. Then it caught fire. 

By December, the number of US. unique 
visitors to Pinterest soared to 7,5 million, up 
from 418,000 in May according to com Score 
Inc., a Chicago-based Internet research firm. 
That is a steeper ascent in traffic than the 


early days of Facebook, T\vitter or MySpace, 
comScore analyst Andrew Lipsman said. 

“T'here is something about the site that’s 
so inherently viral,” Lipsman said. “That’s 
why it’s growing so quickly.” 

Pinterest has been a boon in particular to 
the mommy blog community and to artisan 
shopping website etsy.com, helping bloggers 
and designers find a wider audience. 

Since joining Pinterest in April, Amy 
Clark, 34, has seen the number of unique 
visitors to her blog, Mom Advice, jump by 
100,000 page views a month. 

“1 really think this has changed the ball- 
game for us, because it brought in people 
who haven’t been reading blogs before,” said 
Clark, who is raising a family in Granger, Ind, 

Pinterest also is catching on beyond the 
Internet, 

Nicole White, a 2J-year-old newlywed in 
I^ganville, Ga., is hosting her first Pinter- 
est party— asking 10 girlfriends to make a 
dish from a recipe on Pinterest and to work 
on a crafi; project that they found on the site. 
White, a graphic designer, added a “Pinterest 
Party” invitation to her line of party statio- 
nery and is selling it on her Etsy site, 

“It’s a great way for businesses to get their 
ideas out there because it goes very viral, 
very fast,” White said, “That’s the coolest 
thing to me,”

So how will Pinterest make money? 

It’s clear the website has potential to 
drrve business to big retailers as well. 

National retail chains from Gap to 
West Elm have started to experiment 
with Pinterest, testing how to connect 
with a prime group of potential shoppers: 
women in their 30s and 40s who make a 
lot of the purchasing decisions for their 
households. 

Whole hoods Market has rallied more 
than 11,000 followers since joining Pinter- 
est in July. In a nod to how quickly follow- 
ers could get turned off by outright prod- 
uct promotions, the supermarket chain 
stays away from photos of brand names 
and instead concentrates on topics that 
interest its customers: fitness, the envi- 
ronment, kitchen gadgets and, of course, 
food. 

“When we started, we were repinning 
images from other websites and from 
blogs,” said Michael Bepko, global online 
community manager at Austin, Texas- 
based Whole Foods. “We slowly started to 
realize this is a great way to drive people to 
our recipe database.” 

Nordstrom, which has more than 8,000 
followers, looks to its most popular Pin- 
terest pins to get a read on what custom- 
ers like, said Colin Johnson, a spokesman 
for the Seattle-based specialty department 
stole. For example, an $86 hugs-and-kisses 
pendant necklace made from gold-plated 
“x” and “o” charms has had more than 
90 pins in the run-up to Valentine’s Day, 
he said. 

As they were with Facebook, some us- 
ers arc worried Pinterest will lose its folksy 
charm as big brands move onto the site.

Europe faces ‘tragic’ cold 


D LON DON Heavy snovY left several Italian 
villages paralyzed and vYithout povYer as 
VYinter vYeather and cold temperatures spread 
across Europe, the mayor of one village said. 

Many of the 32 villages in the Aniene Val- 
ley, near Rome, lost electricity Friday v^hen 
an electric pylon fell because of the snovY, said 
Piero Moscardini, mayor of Vallinfreda. 

The valley, home to about 50,000 people, 
has received some 39 inches of snovY, Moscar- 
dini said. 

“It’s the VYorst snovY since 1956,” he said. 
“The situation is tragic. We need the Army to 
save us.” 

Ambulances cannot traverse the roads, he 
said, and some villagers cannot reach their 
stables to feed livestock. 


Meanv^hile, deaths continued to increase 
from the cold. In Romania, four people died 
on Saturday and another six on Sunday author- 
ities said. A total of 34 people have died since 
the cold snap began in late January 

Ukraine appears to be the vYorst affected so 
far, vYith Poland, Romania, Serbia and Belarus 
also suffering much more severe vYinter condi- 
tions than usual. 

A total of 122 people froze to death in 
Ukraine since the cold spell started more than 
a vYeek ago, the state-run nevYS agency Ukrin- 
form reported Saturday, citing government 
ministries. More than 1,500 people have been 
hospitalized, it said. 

In Poland, TVN Poland said a total of 53 
people have died, eight of them in the past 24

With 71 percent of the votes counted, Rom- 
ney held about 48 percent of the vote, while 
former House Speaker Newt Gingrich had 
23 percent and Rep. Ron Paul had 18 percent. 

Romney thanked supporters at his cam- 
paign headquarters in Las Vegas.

So, were the Super Bowl ads — the culmina- 
tion of months of planning, research and 
spending— kind of anticlimactic? 

By the time the game aired Sunday on 
NBC, most everybody who really wanted to 
had already seen the event’s most anticipated 
advertisement, Volkswagen’s follow-up to the 
Darth Vader-starring, “Star Wars”-themed 
spot that topped most ratings of ads that 
aired last year. 

In the belief that the game is now just a 


point on the marketing continuum, VW re- 
leased the commercial last week, letting the 
world know just how dogs and “Star Wars” 
figure into its push this year for the new 
Volkswagen Beetle. Turns out that like more 
than lOO million Americans, folks at the “Star 
Wars” cantina apparently watch football, and 
the ads. 

For a marketer, “the Super Bowl is really 
not a game on a Sunday afternoon anymore,” 
said Brian Thomas, general manager of brand 
marketing at Volkswagen of America. “The 


Super Bowl is almost a three-week PR and so- 
cial media campaign, and you have to think of 
it that way” 

More and more advertisers do. Setting aside 
network promos and movie ads, roughly half 
of the spots that were slated to run Sunday 
evening— during the moments when the New 
England Patriots were not playing the New 
Virk Giants for the National Football T.eague 
championship — already were available on the 
Web by Wednesday to be shared, excerpted, 
covered, discussed and even reviewed. 


This was the highest proportion yet of 
early unveilings, experts said, meaning view- 
ers who had sought out ads in advance could 
experience deja vu during the game itself —or 
the opportunity to take an actual bathroom 
break. 

Among the ads whose exact content was 
held back until the game, many were “teased,” 
often with productions nearly as elaborate as 
the ads themselves. 

Volkswagen, for example, struck advance 
gold with a 64-sccond Web spot with dogs

barking “Star Wars” music, and Bridges- 
tone produced an ad anticipating its actual 
ad. 

“Not only are they recognizing the 
power of social media, but these ads cost 
so much that they’re trying to get the 
most bang for their buck,” said David 
Shoffner, public relations strategist for 
the Pavone advertising agency in Har- 
risburg, Pa., which tracks Super Bowl 
advertising closely through its spotbowl. 
com website. 


“These are spots that really live on for a 
year or more.” 

Such widespread unveiling calls into ques- 
tion the traditional Super Bowl ecosystem, 
in which people gather at parties to watch 
the whole spectacle, from game to ads to, 
this year. Madonna at halftime; critics judge 
spots as they air during the game; and ad rat- 
ings rendered by average audience members, 
such as those run by USA Today %uTube 
and Facebook, get big buzz the next day as 
the popular verdict is made known. 


“I kind of like to see them on the day” 
said Mark Renshaw, chief innovation offi- 
cer and a digital marketing expert for Leo 
Burnett Chicago, which did not have an ad 
in this year’s game. 

“Pm not sure I really agree with the re- 
leasing ahead. 

“To me, if I was going to release some- 
thing {ahead of time] to a community of 
fans, I wouldn’t be releasing a film. Pd re- 
lease a setup to it. On the day you would 
connect the dots.”

How do you think gamers will 
respond to the Vita?

Not only 
can you play high-definition 
games on it— no one is going to 
beat the looks of the game— but 
there’s Wi-Fi and 3G capability 
and people can surf the Web and 
keep up with their friends on a smaller 
device than an iPad or tablet.

A lot of people would be surprised that brands such as 
Playboy and PlayStation would be mixing.

With social platforms and the Wii 
and companies creating more games that are more friendly to family 
they naturally bring in women. And then it becomes like a gateway 
drug where women eventually get into more hard-core games.
